• The Revolution is 1 -1 -1 all-time against Portland after the two teams met for the first 
time during Portland's expansion season in 2011 

• The Revs are 0-1-0 at Jeld-Wen Field with their only match a 3-0 loss on Sept. 16, 
2011 

• The Revolution is 1-0-1 at home against the Timbers ... the Revs earned a 1-0 vic¬ 
tory when the two teams met at Gillette on March 24, 2012 

• Thursday’s match is the first - and only - time the two teams will meet this year 

• The Revs won the only matchup between the two clubs in 2012 

• Portland won the regular-season series in 2011 with two teams playing to a 1-1 draw 
at Gillette Stadium on April 2, and the Timbers winning the second match, 3-0, on 
Sept. 16 at JELD-WEN Field 

• All three games in the series have seen early scoring with five of the six total goals 
scored coming in the first half... Saer Sene scored the eighth-fastest goal in MLS 
history in the teams' last meeting, scoring 28 seconds into the match on March 24, 
2012 at Gillette Stadium 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST PORTLAND 

• Stephen McCarthy, Saer Sene and Chad Barrett are the only Revolution players who 
have scored a goal against Portland ... McCarthy tallied the Revs’ lone goal against 
the Timbers on April 2, 2011, at Gillette Stadium ... Sene scored the lone goal in the 
team's first win over the Timbers on March 24, 2012 while Barrett's goal came as a 
member of the LA Galaxy in 2011 

• A.J. Soares, Matt Reis and Kevin Alston are the only current members of the Revs 
who have started all three games against Portland 

• Chad Barrett leads the team with five shots against Portland in three games played, 
but all of those came when he was a member of the LA Galaxy ... Chris Tierney and 
Sainey Nyassi are tied for second with four shots apiece 

• Saer Sene’s goal on March 24, 2012 - scored 28 seconds into the first half - was 
the eighth fastest goal in MLS history 

• Matt Reis is 1-1-1 all-time against Portland with a 1.33 goals against average, 10 
saves and one shutout... Reis recorded three saves in the last meeting between the 
two clubs in a 1-0 win on March 24, 2012, at Gillette Stadium

March 24,2012 - Gillette Stadium (Foxboro, Mass.) 

Saer Sene scored the eighth-fastest goal in MLS history after just 28 seconds and goal¬ 
keeper Matt Reis made it stand up with three saves - including the 1,000th of his illustrious 
career-as the Revolution claimed a 1-0 win over the Portland Timbers in the 2012 home 
opener at Gillette Stadium. It was the first career victory for head coach Jay Heaps after 
the Revolution suffered back-to-back losses on the road to start the season, while it was 
the sixth straight year the Revs won their home opener. The loss was Portland’s first of the 
season after starting the campaign with one win and one draw.

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TEAM NOTES 


BOYS HEADED BACK OUT WEST 

Coming off a home win against Philadelphia on Saturday night, the Revs make a quick turn¬ 
around and travel cross-country for a Thursday night match in Portland ... the Revs will depart 
on Tuesday afternoon for the mid-week match ... this is the Revolution’s second of four West 
Coast trips this year... on April 13, the Revs played to a 0-0 draw in Seattle, and the team will 
return west on June 15 at Vancouver and June 29 at Chivas USA. 

JUST ONE SHOT 

Thursday’s matchup will be the only time the Revs and Timbers square off this season ... the 
two clubs have split three all-time meetings (1 -1-1) since the Timbers joined MLS in 2011 ... 
last season, Saer Sene scored the lone goal - 28 seconds into the first half - in a 1 -0 Revolu¬ 
tion win on March 24,2012 at Gillette Stadium ... the Revs have played at Jeld-Win Field only 
once, a 3-0 loss on September 16, 2011 ...neither team has lost a home game in the series: 
the Revs are 1-0-1 and the Timbers are 1-0-0. 

WEST COAST WOES 

With a visit to Portland up next, the Revs are making their second of four trips to the West 
Coast this season ... trips out west have not been kind to the Revs, however... since the start 
of the 2010 season, the Revs have played in 13 games on the West Coast (Chivas USA, LA 
Galaxy, Portland, San Jose, Seattle and Portland), posting a 1-9-3 record in those matches ... 
the lone win out west came last season when the Revs posted a 3-1 win over the LA Galaxy 
on March 31,2012 ... in the team’s earlier trip out West this season, the Revs played to a 0-0 
draw at Seattle on April 13. 

ANOTHER WESTERN CONFERENCE OPPONENT 

Thursday will be the third time the Revs play a Western Conference opponent in 2013 ... so 
far this season the Revs have posted an 0-1-1 mark against Western clubs with a 1-0 home 
loss to FC Dallas and a 0-0 away draw at Seattle ... last season, the Revs faired well against 
Western Conference competition posting a 4-3-2 record in nine games ... last year, all three 
Western losses came on the road, however, as the Revs went 1-3-0 against in those away 
matches (3-1 win at LA Galaxy; 1-0 loss at San Jose, 1-0 loss at Dallas and 2-1 loss at Real 
Salt Lake). 

IS IT THE WEEKEND ALREADY? 

Thursday’s game in Portland is one of just four midweek games the Revs will play this season 
... following the Thursday's trip to Portland, the team hosts Real Salt Lake the following 
Wednesday on May 8 ... the Revs travel to Colorado on July 17 for a match against the 
Rapids as part of a two-game road trip ... the team later finishes its string of weekday games 
in Toronto on Friday, August 30 ... in 2012, the Revs posted a 2-2-1 record in weekday games. 

FIRST HOME WIN OF THE SEASON 

Lee Nguyen factored in both goals with one goal and one assist, and Diego Fagundez 
notched his first goal of the year - while Bobby Shuttleworth recorded his second shutout of 
the season - on Saturday as the Revs earned its first home victory this year, a 2-0 win over 
Philly ... with the win, the Revs improved to 1-1-1 (4 pts.) at home ... prior to Saturday's vic¬ 
tory against the Union, the Revs’ last win at home came on October 20, 2012 - a 1-0 win over 
the Chicago Fire. 

TURNING TIDES? 

Saturday’s win over Philadelphia - the team's first victory since the season opener on March 
9 - saw many season superlatives ... the 2-0 victory marked the first time the Revs scored 
at least two goals since September 5, 2012 - a 2-0 win over Columbus ... the Revs’ 19 shots 
were a season high ... the team's previous best was 11 shots at Philly on March 16 ... the 
Revs also recorded their most shots on goal this season (seven)... the team’s previous high 
was five against Dallas on March 30 ... goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth recorded his second 
shutout of the season - and the team's fourth in seven games - making four saves one week 
after surrendering four goals at New York. 

FINDING ROOM, FINDING RESULTS 

While Lee Nguyen (left midfield) and Kelyn Rowe (right midfield) have been primarily wingers 
in their Revs careers, head coach Jay Heaps switched it up on Saturday against Philadelphia, 
moving both inside as part of a five-man midfield ... in their places, Ryan Guy (left) and Diego 
Fagundez (right) moved wide, and what resulted was the team’s high shot (19), shots on goal 
(7) and goal (2) output of the season. 

ROWE THERE WHEN IT COUNTS 

Second-year midfielder Kelyn Rowe has played an important part in the Revs’ two wins 
this season ... in the Revs' season-opening 1-0 win at Chicago, Rowe set up forward Jerry 
Bengtson for the game’s lone - and game-winning - goal... Saturday against Philadelphia, 
Rowe was also important, recording his team-leading second assist when he took a pass from 
Lee Nguyen and played a ball across the face of goal to Diego Fagundez, who slotted home 
the eventual game-winner... Rowe was the team’s co-leader - with Chris Tierney - in assists 
in 2012 with five. 


REIS RETURNS TO THE FOLD 

After his father-in-law, John Odom, was seriously injured in the Boston Marathon bombings on 
April 15, Matt Reis did not train with the team ahead of, nor travel to, its April 20 match at New 
York ... however, Reis rejoined the club last Monday for training and was a member of the 
game day roster this past Saturday against Philadelphia ... the veteran goalkeeper has made 
two starts in 2013, posting a 1-0-1 record and recording shutouts in both appearances. 

BOBBLEHEADS RETURN TO GILLETTE STADIUM STARTING MAY 11 

Revolution bobbleheads will return in 2013, with the first bobblehead promotional night 
scheduled for May 11 when the Red Bulls travel to Gillette Stadium ... Lee Nguyen will be the 
first of three bobbleheads given away this year when a limited number will be distributed at the 
gates next Saturday. 

CHARITY AUCTIONS LAUNCH TOMORROW AT BIDDINGFORGOOD.COM 

Earlier this week on Tuesday, the Revolution launched a week-long online auction of 
items from last Saturday’s game against Philadelphia that included tributes to both Boston 
Marathon bombing victims and leukemia awareness ... items up bid include: Chris Tierney's 
autographed yellow BAA jacket he led the team out in during the procession, Jay Heaps’ 
autographed blue BAA jacket he wore on the sideline, head athletic trainer Evan Allen’s 
white BAA jacket signed by the entire team, and autographed jerseys with orange ribbons 
on the front (for leukemia awareness) from Darrius Barnes, Jerry Bengtson, Scott Caldwell, 
Kalita Cisse, Andy Dorman, Diego Fagundez, Andrew Farrell, Jose Goncalves, Ryan Guy, 
Stephen McCarthy, Lee Nguyen, Sainey Nyassi, Matt Reis, Kelyn Rowe, Saer Sene, Bobby 
Shuttleworth and Chris Tierney ... proceeds from the BAA jacket auctions will be donated to 
The One Fund - Boston, while proceeds from the jerseys will be donated to the Leukemia & 
Lymphoma Society. 

BACK LINE TRANSITIONS, BUT PERFORMANCE MAINTAINED 

Through the first four games of this season, Revs’ head coach Jay Heaps had the luxury of 
rolling out a consistent back four in Kevin Alston, Jose Goncalves, A.J. Soares and Andrew 
Farrell... in those first four games which saw the same back line, the Revs gave up just two 
goals ... since game four however, the Revs have lost left back Kevin Alston - placed on the 
disabled list after being diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia (CML) on April 9 - and 
A.J. Soares - left a game in New York on April 20 with a hamstring injury ... Chris Tierney was 
slotted in for Kevin Alston on April 13 against Seattle in which the two teams played to a score¬ 
less draw ... Stephen McCarthy was forced to replace Soares during the 4-1 loss at Red Bull 
Arena ... despite the changes to the backline, there was only one blip in performance - the 
loss at New York ... overall, the Revs have posted four shutouts in seven games and allowed 
just six goals overall this season. 

SENE AND MCCARTHY LEADING THE WAY 

Saer Sene and Stephen McCarthy are the only members of the first team squad to record 
a goal against the Timbers as members of the Revs ... Sene scored the lone goal just 28 
seconds into the first half for the Revs in a 1-0 win at Gillette Stadium on March 24, 2012 ... 
his goal against the Timbers was not only Sene's first goal of his 11 in 2012, but also his first 
career MLS goal... McCarthy tallied a goal in the first-ever meeting between the two clubs in 
a 1-1 draw on April 2, 2011 at Gillette Stadium ... Chad Barrett is the only other member of the 
Revs to score against the Timbers, recording a goal against Portland as a member of the LA 
Galaxy in 2011. 

SENE WORKING TOWARD FULL MATCH FITNESS 

Saer Sene played 29 minutes last Saturday against Philadelphia, coming on as a 61st minute 
substitute for Ryan Guy at forward ... Sene recorded two shots on goal, one of which led to 
a rebound which Lee Nguyen burried for the game's second goal... Sene led the team in 
scoring last season with 11 goals despite missing the final two months with a torn left anterior 
cruciate ligament... Sene suffered a season-ending ACL injury on August 29 2012 against 
Chivas USA at Gillette Stadium, and had reconstructive surgery on Sept. 17, 2012 ... after a 
lengthy rehabilitation process, the forward made his first appearance of the 2013 season on 
April 13 in Seattle, coming on as a 74th-minute substitute. 

SHUTTLEWORTH ROAD WEARY 

Traveling is never easy for a road team, but playing away from Gillette Stadium has been 
especially trying for goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth ... in 12 career road games on the road - 
all starts - Shuttleworth has a 2-7-3 record ... so far this season, Shuttleworth is 0-2-1 on the 
road with losses at Philadelphia (1-0 on March 16) and New York (4-1 on April 20), in addition 
to a 0-0 draw at Seattle (April 13)... Shuttleworth has started five of the team’s seven games 
this season after serving primarily as Matt Reis’ back-up since joining the Revs in 2009. 

THIRD TIME WAS CHARM FOR REIS 

The Revs have faced the Timbers three times since the club was introduced to MLS in 2011 
and goalkeeper Matt Reis has been in between the posts in all three games for the Revs ... 
it took until the third matchup between the two clubs before Reis recorded a win, however... 
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on March 24, 2012, Saer Sene recorded the game's only goal and Reis made it stand with a 
three-save shutout in the team's 1-0 win at Gillette Stadium ... Reis is 1-1-1 all-time against 
Portland with a 1.33 goals against average, and has registered 10 saves and one shutout... 
Reis has been dealing with irritation in his left knee throughout the early 2013 season - and 
his father-in-law’s injuries at the Boston Marathon bombings - and has made just two starts 
through seven games, posting a 1-0-1 record with two shutouts. 

FARRELL CONTINUES STARTING STREAK 

Andrew Farrell started his seventh consecutive game for the Revs last Saturday against 
Philadelphia ... the number-one overall draft pick has started the first seven games of his MLS 
career entering Thursday’s game in Portland ... Saturday's start against the Union marked 
the first time a number one overall pick started his first seven games since Leo Cullen - the 
number one overall pick in 1998 by the Miami Fusion - started his first 19 games ... Farrell 
became the Revs' first-ever No. 1 overall pick when the team traded up to take him at the 2013 
MLS SuperDrafton Jan. 17 in Indianapolis. 

NIFTY FIFTY FOR MACCA 

On April 20 in the road game against New York Red Bulls, Stephen McCarthy made his 50th 
career appearance, coming on as a 18th minute substitute for A. J. Soares ... all 50 of his 
appearances have been with the Revs, while 45 of those career appearances have been starts 
... McCarthy played in 21 games (including 18 starts) primarily in the central midfield as a 
rookie in 2011 after the Revs drafted him in the second round (24th overall) in the MLS Super- 
Draft ... last season, after a preseason switch to center back, McCarthy made 28 appearances 
(including 27 being starts), all at center back. 

EARLY SEASON IRONMEN 

Through six games, only two Revs players have played all 90 minutes in each of the team’s 
games: Andrew Farrell and Jose Goncalves ... both players have played all 630 minutes 
this season ... Lee Nguyen entered last Saturday’s against Philly as another player who had 
played every minute of every game so far this year, but he was subbed out in the 89th minute 
to snap his streak of playing every minute this season. 

BIRTHDAY BOYS 

The Revs will be busy singing “Happy Birthday" this week as four players celebrate birthdays 
this week ... Chad Barrett is up first, turning 28 on Tuesday, April 30 ... Andy Dorman turns 31 
on Wednesday, May 1... Matt Horth, currently on loan to Rochester, turns 24 on Friday, May 3 
... finally, Kevin Alston turns 25 on Sunday, May 5. 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his outings in 2013 ... in the season opener at 
Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the second game of 
the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves against Sporting 
KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, Reis has posted 
shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1, 2012 (0-0 vs. Philadelphia Union), Sept. 

5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 2013 (0-0 vs. 
Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank fourth all-time 
in MLS history. 

BENGTSON KEEPS “HEXING” CONCACAF OPPONENTS 

Jerry Bengtson, who missed the Revs’ 0-0 draw against Kansas City on March 23 while with 
the Honduras National Team, continued his hot scoring pace for his country during the last 
round of FIFA World Cup Qualifying ... he scored Honduras’ second goal - to equalize the 
game - against Mexico on March 22, to earn a vital point in the CONCACAF Hexagonal, the 
region’s final round of qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup ... he now has 16 goals for 
Honduras in 34 appearances, including seven goals during qualifying for the 2014 World Cup. 

“HOMETOWN" FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... both 
Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... 
Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year career 
at Akron. 


VETERAN AT JUST 18 

Diego Fagundez has entered his third MLS season at the ripe old age of 18 ... the forward 
recorded his first goal of the season last Saturday in a 2-0 win over the Union ... the Leomin¬ 
ster, Mass., product turned 18 on Valentine’s Day - Feb. 14 - earlier this year and now is 
playing in his third season ... despite his MLS tenure, he still remains the youngest player 
on the Revs’ roster while scoring four goals and adding three assists in 28 appearances in 
his career... while training with the Revs in the morning, Fagundez caps a long day with 
school in the afternoon, going to classroom sessions later in the day ... he is completing both 
his junior and senior years of high school at Alternative High School in Fitchburg, Mass.... 
additionally, he signed his second professional contract - a multi-year extension with the Revs 
- on March 13, just one month after turning 18 allowing him to legally sign this contract without 
his parents ... Fagundez has made three appearances this season for the Revs, two of them 
being starts. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

KEVIN ALSTON TAKING LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

Revolution defender Kevin Alston has been diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia 
(CML), a rare but treatable form of leukemia ... has taken an indefinite leave of absence 
from the team to undergo treatment... Alston’s medical treatment is not expected to require 
hospitalization and he expects to return to the team in the future ... Alston, 24, started the first 
four games this season at left back before his diagnosis ... he has started all 116 games in 
which he's played since being drafted 10th overall in the 2009 MLS SuperDraft out of Indiana 
University and ranks ninth on the Revs' career charts in games played, and eighth in games 
started. 

ALSTON OUT, BUT NOT DOWN 

While Kevin Alston has been away from the team on the field, he hasn't left the team 
entirely... he continues to come to the team's training sessions regularly and watch from the 
sidelines, and also continues to make appearances on behalf of the team ... on April 20, he 
traveled to New York to cheer on the Revs, riding down and back with the Revs' Under-18 and 
Under-16 teams, and later visiting the Revs’ traveling supporters in the parking lots and in the 
stands.

RHINOS GET SOME LOANERS 

On March 28, the Revolution loaned four players to the Rochester Rhinos of USL PRO in ac¬ 
cordance with the teams' affiliation agreement... defender Bilal Duckett, forward Matt Horth, 
midfielder Gabe Latigue and defender Tyler Polak were sent to Rochester, where they're 
expected to get consistent playing time with the Rhinos ... the teams announced their affilia¬ 
tion agreement on Jan. 28, in lieu of the Revolution fielding a reserve team in 2013 ... the four 
players are on long-term loan, but can recalled at any time ... per the agreement, however, at 
least four Revs players must be on loan to Rochester at all times. 

REVS ADD PDL DEVELOPMENT PARTNER, REAL BOSTON RAMS 

The Revolution and Real Boston Rams (USL PDL) have entered into a partnership that 
makes the Rams the official USL PDL affiliate of the Revolution ...the affiliation agreement 
allows college-aged Revolution Academy youth team products the opportunity to play for the 
Rams during their PDL season ... additionally, members of the Revolution Academy's youth 
teams' technical staff will assist the Rams’ coaching staff to help oversee the Revolution play¬ 
ers' continued development

The Revs’ standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers 
for much of the last decade ... the 2012 season was his ninth season as the team's primary 
netminder, but he missed a large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering from 
various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution in the 
2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including games 
played in goal (244), games started in goal (243), minutes played in goal (21,882), goals 
against average (1.33), wins (87), saves (968), shutouts (63) and save percentage (.722)... 
recorded his 70th career shutout in the 2-0 win against Columbus on September 5, 2012 ... re¬ 
corded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 2012 home opener against Portland on 
March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first 
goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 matches for the club in the 2009 season opener 
against San Jose, while he became the seventh goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career 
shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado on May 7,2011... recorded his 50th shutout as a 
member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... established a 
new club record shutout streak by going 386 consecutive minutes without allowing a goal from 
July 4 - Aug. 1, 2009 ... voted to the 2007 and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a “First XI" (top
